To say that America is sick 
because a madman or a con­ 
spirator can perform an assassi­ 
nation repugnant to the millions 
of our people is itself a symp­ 
tom of mental malaise.

The Rev. Ralph David Aber­ 
nathy, leader of the campaign, 
repeated Friday that he and his 
followers will not leave volunta­ 
rily because the goals of im­ 
proved job and income oppor­ 
tunities for the nation’s poor 
have not been attained. 


“ We have no place else to 
go,” Abernathy said. 


An aide disclosed later that 
Abernathy is resigning his pas­ 
torate in Atlanta to devote all 
his time to the campaign.

By LA W REN C E L. KNUTSON 
WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
former “ warlord” of a Chicago 
Negro street gang remained un­ 
der police guard early today

denied relaying murder orders 
or letting his church be used as 
an arsenal. 


George Rose — known as Wa- 
tusi and Mad Dog when he was 
a leader of the Blackstone Rang­ 
ers —■- testified under oath F ri­ 
day as a Senate investigations 
subcommittee probed the grant­ 
ing of nearly $1 million in U.S. 
funds to set up job-training cen­ 
ters for members of two gangs. 


Chairman John J. McClellan 
and other senators contend the 
funds were a bribe paid by the 
Office of Economic Opportunity 
to secure a truce between the 
Rangers and the East Side dis­ 
ciples and induce them to quiet 
racial 
tensions 
dh 
the 
city’s 
streets. 


Rose was guarded during the 
hearing by Chicago police detec­ 
tives. Senators said he has told 


them his life has been threat­ 


ened. 


Rose and other witnesses tes­ 
tified the money — siphoned to 
four gang centers through The 
Woodlawn 
Organization, 
a 
neighborhood civic group —was 
controlled entirely by the gangs 
and produced no educational or 
job benefits. 


Rose said also that Ranger 
leaders 
had 
accepted 
firearms 
and hand grenades from self- 
styled 
black 
revolutionary 
groups and agreed to use them 
in any general nationwide Ne­ 
gro uprising. 


He said that in a meeting in 
Philadelphia 
in 
April 
1967, 
Ranger leaders were told by 
leaders of the Revolutionary Ac­ 
tion Movement (RAM ) that if 
such an uprising occurred at­ 
tempts would be made to as­ 
sassinate 
all 
of 
the 
nation’s 
leading nonviolent civil rights 
leaders. 


Rose and other witnesses told 
the committee of OEO funds 
were used to buy guns and pay 
bond 
money 
for jailed gang 
leaders. 


The former warlord, who told 
Senators he has been accepted 


as a member of the police force 


of a Midwestern City, said the 


First Presbyterian Church in 


Chicago was used as Ranger 
headquarters. It was the site of 
marijuana parties and weapons 
were stored in the church loft 
and in a tunnel under the build­ 
ing, he said. 


He said the Rev. John Fry, 
pastor of the church, had full 
knowledge of these activities, 
had counseled gang members on 
criminal activities 
and urged 
them to try for the OEO grant 
“ as an easy way to get mon­ 
ey.”

He emphasized that this com­ 
ment was based on a hurried 
check of the situation. 


Asked if this meant the sink­ 
ing involved a ship of some oth­ 
er nation, the spokesman said, 
“ There are a lot of possibilities 
on this. All we can say at the 
moment is that it appears this 
report is incorrect.” 
The sinking wos claimed in a 
North Korean Radio broadcast,

said the ship was attacked by 
North Korean patrol vessels and 
sunk with its entire crew.

spokesman 
for the

“ For a ‘lame duck’ president 
to designate the leadership

faith with our system and would 
be an affront to the American 
people,” Sen. Robert P. Griffin, 
R-Mich., told the Senate. 


“ With the court in 
adjourn­ 
ment and the American people 
about to pick a new administra­ 
tion 
which 
may 
considerably 
reorient the philosophy of our 
national government, it 
would 
be a major mistake to presume 
today to fill such an important 
post,” said Sen. John G. Tower, 
R-Tex. 


Sen. Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., 
agreed with both of them, add­ 
ing he was “ delighted to hear 
Chief Justice Earl Warren will 
be retiring from 
the Supreme 
Court. I have long favored such 
a move.” 


All three commented Friday 
in the wake of authoritative re­ 
ports that Warren had written 
Johnson of his intention to bow 
out after 15 controversial years 
that saw the barriers of school 
segregation tumble and guaran­ 
tees of the rights of individuals 
vastly expanded.

What political capital the two contenders for 
the Democratic presidential nomination will mak e 
of this is any body ’s gu ess. Both Vice President 
Hu mphrey and Sen. Eu gene McCarthy are already 
entangled in confu sions of their own. Mr. Hu m­ 
phrey ’s v ery good friend. Bill Moy ers, once Pres­ 
ident Johnson's press secretary and now pu blish­ 
er of a prosperou s newspaper on Long Island, has 
Informed the nation that the v ice president has 
priv ate dou bts abou t administration policies which 
he will now presu mably mak e pu blic. This was 
denied hv Mr. Hu mphrey ’s office. 
The natu re of the v ice presidency heing what 
It is, there is no dou bt that anv man holding the 
office cannot come into conflict with the Presi­ 
dent. Bu t Mr. Hu mphrey has been, far bey ond the 
call of du ty , so v ocal and enthu siastic in his su p­ 
port of the Vietnamese Mar as perpetrated by 
LBJ that any abou t-face wou ld open him to sharp 
criticism. 
The embarrassment to his su pporters, not the 
least of whom ts President Johnson, wou ld be of 
tast proportions. And it wou ld force Mr. Hu m­ 
phrey to strik e at the v ery Administration whose 
continu ity he represents. 
Sen. McCarthy has recognized this and has al­ 
ready begu n to clamor for a pu blic and forthright 
stand by his competitor. Whether or not this will 
strengthen the mav erick forces he leads is some­ 
thing for the cry stal hall to answer. Whether it 
will bring him new delegates in su fficient nu mbers 
lo pose a real threat to Mr. Hu mphrey when the 
conv ention opens in Chicago’s late Au gu st heat, 
Is something else again. 
Certainly , It wou ld damage 
the prospects of 
the Democratic Party to retain the White Hou se. 
And it 
wou ld fasten on Mr. 
Hu mphrey the 
' trick y ” label which has been the monk ey on 
Richard Nix on's back . 
For ihe v oter, in his desperate effort to mak e 
sense ou t of the conflicting statements, analy ses, 
and ‘'solu tions” of the contending ideological 
gladiators, the net effect will be to compou nd his 
besetting confu sions and to confirm, seemingly , 
his su spicion that there is no tru th in politicians 
and no balm in Washington for 
the pack sores of 
the Vietnamese War.

This is a 
weak ness common to all who set pen to paper 
on matters of high strategv , and for those who 
seek to u nderscore American shortcomings of 
no conseq u ence. 
Bu t nnre past the indictment of past policies. 
Col. Corson’s bonk will sow more confu sion on 
the q u estion agitating most Amerirans: Du o v adis 
— Where do we go Irom here? For thou gh he sec­ 
onds the now’ familiar demand that the bombing of 
North Vietnam In* halted, he proposes measu res 
that will frenzy the anti-Vietnam proponents.

Bv RAY CROMLEY 
WASHINGTON (NEA) - With 
v iolence, one thing leads to an­ 
other. 
Shou ting protesters are shou l­ 
dered 
aside

preach v iolence. These v iolent 
men, in tu rn, are eclipsed by 
those who pu sh hate and great-'’ 
er v iolence. 
The destru ction of draft board 
records, 
the 
college v iolence 
and city riots hav e encou raged 
some persons as y et u nk nown to 
circu late 327 U.S. anti-Vietnam 
war grou ps with proposals for a 
loose nationwide 
u ndergrou nd 
aimed at bu rning and v iolent 
sabotage. 
It is worth-while stu dy ing the 
tactics adv ocated by these anon­ 
y mou s 
persons 
becau se they 
parallel 
closely 
the methods 
u sed su ccessfu lly by su bv ersiv e 
grou ps of the ex treme left and 
right in Asia and Eu rope. 
Let u s look then at ex cerpts 
from their anony mou s propos­ 
als: 
“ Already we can see two tac­ 
tical foci for a su ccessfu l strat­ 
egy of obstru cting the replen­ 
ishing of U.S. Army manpow­ 
er: (1) Destru ction of bu ildings 
and property which are u sed 
for the process of indu ction and 
(2) indirect harassment directed 
against (the) property of indi­ 
v idu als 
inv olv ed in 
Selectiv e 
Serv ice work , in hopes of dis­ 
cou raging some from continu ­ 
ing their employ ment with Se­ 
lectiv e Serv ice . . . 
“The su ccess of su ch a pro­ 
gram, 
which really can 
ob­ 
stru ct 
Selectiv e Serv ice, 
de­ 
pends on total secrecy and to­ 
tal decentralization. At most, a 
bare handfu l of people in a city 
here or in a commu nity there 
shou ld be aware of the actions 
of others in the same city or 
commu nity . If someone is ar­ 
rested for firebombing a local 
board in Boston,v he cannot be 
bru talized by the police into re­ 
v ealing operations in New York , 
in Chicago or in San Francisco. 
He simply doesn’t k now who 
these indiv idu als are . . . 
“ . . . One of the main prac­ 
tical considerations fav oring tac­ 
tics of sabotage . . . is the less­ 
ened chance of the mov ement 
being decimated by arrests . . . 
. . The u ltimate su ccess of 
a program of sabotage demands 
that no attempts be made as 
acts of desperation which ru n a 
high risk of arrest. Ultimate 
su ccess demands that if a giv en 
action ru ns ev en a fair risk o l! 
arrest, that it not be u ndertak ­ 
en. There are enou gh targets 
connected with Selectiv e Serv ­ 
ice — draft boards, indu ction 


centers, recru iting booths — so 
that a 
period 
of 
‘shopping 
arou nd’ will ev entu ally lead to 
a v u lnerable ‘safe’ target. (Oth­ 
er gov ernment agencies 
and 
war 
indu stries closely link ed 
with the w*ar effort prov ide ad­ 
ditional targets.) The area is 
stak ed ou t for a period of day s 
or week s, the action is planned, 
materials are gathered, the tar­ 
get is hit — that's all. 
“Only one person — or at the 
most two or three people — 
k nows of the action. There is 
no giant web of> conspirators to 
spring leak s. There are, hope­ 
fu lly , no romantic k ids inv olv ed 
who hav e to blabber to some 
pal or girl friend . . . Indiv id­ 
u als who will be committed to 
this ty pe of direct obstru ction 
of the military will not be glory - 
seek ing idealists . . . They will 
be 
ordinary 
stu dents, 
pro­ 
fessors, commu nity work ers, 9- 
to-5 office 
work ers, teachers 
. . . who lead ‘normal’ liv es . . . 
bu t who (perhaps at interv als of 
three to fiv e months) will de­ 
stroy property of Selectiv e Serv ­ 
ice or will engage in some form 
of harassment of its employ es. 
They will tak e no great risk s. 
. . . They mu st remain ou t of 
jail in order to be able to strik e 
again and again and again. 
“. . . In smaller towms and 
v illages, 
where 
many 
draft 
boards are relativ ely old frame 
stru ctu res and where police pa­ 
trols are spotty , simple Molotov 
cock tails can be thrown throu gh 
windows from side streets, re­ 
su lting in the same ex tensiv e 
damage witnessed in New York 
and in Detroit, bu t withou t the 
arrests. 
“. . . A small homemade in­ 
cendiary dev ice with a timing 
mechanism placed in a broom 
closet in a (big city ) indu ction 
center cou ld resu lt in fire and 
smok e damage to the entire 
bu ilding, thu s mak ing it u nu s­ 
able for week s or months . . . 
One person with a fair k nowl­ 
edge of chemistry cou ld bu ild 
su ch a dev ice easily and cheap­ 
ly and cou ld plant it with al­ 
most no chance of being de­ 
tected. 
“Lik ewise, any of a nu mber 
of 
minor 
actions 
directed 
against the au tomobiles of draft 
board members (su ch as slash­ 
ing tires, 
break ing 
windows, 
etc.) can be effectiv e parts of a 
pattern which, as it becomes 
widespread, will spell, first, in­ 
conv enience, later, harassment, 
bu t, finally , fear for all Ameri­ 
cans who continu e to act as 
tools of the 
Selectiv e Serv ice 
sy stem.”
